
SOME NASHVILLE HORSES. 

The Spring meeting at Nashville begins 
April 1 ; consequently it will be the first Western 
meeting of real importance. This lends interest 
to the following bits of gossip from a Nashville 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Commercial- 
Tribune. 

“According to the Memphis folk, there 
is nothing worth talking about outside of 
Montgomery Park, but, having seen all the best 
ones there, at New Orleans and here, I am in- 
clined to believe that a certain Nashville 
trained colt is the equal of any that is likely to 
be sent here to try for the Prize. This colt is no 
other than Pacemaker. Neither Presbyterian 
nor Isabey has any advantage of him in looks, 
and yesterday I saw him reel off eight furlongs 
in 1 :46, with his head swinging in the air like a 
bell clapper in motion. The get of Kantaka 
have not been especially noted for their racing 
qualities, but this son, who is out of Debut, by 
Pat Malloy, is certainly a colt much above the 
average. He is not so large as Presbyterian, 
and lacks some of being as rangy as Isabey, but 
for all that, he is built on admirable lines, 
^vhile his speed and courage are of a high 
order. 

“Bangle, a sure-enough Derby colt, has been 
declared out of the Prize, and the chances are 
that he will be late making his first start of the 
season anywhere. He will not start at Mem- 
phis. Bangle has been unfortunate in getting 
hurt, but they will have to almost kill him to 
destroy his usefulness as a race horse, for he is 
made of iron. 

“There is another Memphis colt that has got 
his name in the papers by reason of his prepa- 
ration for the Prize. This is the Iroquois— 
Ogarita colt that they call Opaque. He has 
never been started, but he is certainly a good 
looker, and, as he is by an American bred derby 
winner, out of a sister to the dam of Gotham, 
he is expected to race well. On looks, at least, 
I would pick him over all the rest, but the fact 
that he is a maiden, not having been trained as 
a two-year-old, there is nothing left but to figure 
him in the uncertain class. 

“Eugene Leigh’s two-year-olds are coming to 
hand nicely, though three or four of them ap- 
pear to be more forward than the rest. There 
are two fillies in the string that promise well 
for the season, having shown unusually fast in 
their work. The King Alfonso— Crucite colt is 
a better looker than a doer. He is a well propor- 
tioned youngster, but has not yet given any in- 
dication that he is entitled to rank among colts 
of stake class. But many a good colt has been 
slow to show his worth, and this one may be of 
that sort. Three or four of the youngsters in 
Leigh’s stable have worked halves in 50 with- 
in the last few days, but it should be understood 
that the Cumberland Park track is unusually 
fast. 

“Hiram Scoggan will ship twelve horses from 
Louisville for Cumberland Park March 25. J. 
W. Schorr & Son have telegraphed to have three 
stalls reserved for them. Stanton & Tucker 
will ship three, Tom Hayes three and Simms & 
Lowry four horses to Nashville March 26. A 
train load of horses will leave New Orleans for 
l^ashville this week.’’ 

MONTAN A RACING OF 1898. 

Daily Racing Form displays the racing pro- 
gram of Butte, Anaconda and Hamilton, Mont., 
in its current issue. The entry blanks of the 
stake events can be had at this office. From 
this office they will be circulated east of Mon- 
tana. 

There^are some important angles to the 1898 
plans of Montana racing. Manager Tipton has 
decided upon a six or seven days meeting at 
Hamilton, Montana— Marcus Daly’s pet town— 



on the heels of the fifty-eight days racing at 
Butte and Anaconda. 

The Montana offerings of 1898 are only for 
thoroughbreds. The projected meetings of the 
summer in California may keep a few horses 
away from Montana. So much the better for 
eastern horses. Montana’s record as to carrying 
out what it promised was nobly endorsed by 
the harness race action of last year. 

Manager Ed. A. Tipton is planning for a fast 
special horse train from Chicago to Butte, at 
minimum expense, next June. Horsemen who 
consider Montana racing within their 1898 plans 
can well write Mr. Tipton at “The Montana,” 
Anaconda, Mont. He will furnish full particu- 
lars. The Montana display is so liberal in terms 
to horsemen that the train is certain to be 

made up. 

LAKESIDE’S OPENING DAY. 

Secretary Nathanson has announced that the 
home racing camgaign will open at the Lake- 
side, Ind., track Thursday, May 5, and con- 
tinue there through the fifteen days allowed by 
the Indiana law. This will be pleasing infor- 
mation to Chicago’s thousands of admirers of 
racing. 

The date selected is early enough. April 
weather is none too pleasant at Roby, as last 
year’s experience showed. Racing at Newport 
and Memphis will close in time to permit the 
horses at those points to reach Chicago and 
have several days for preparation. Purses from 
$400 upwards will prove a sufficient inducement 
to attract an abundant array of horses. 

The racing officials have not been announced 
but it need hardly be said that Richard 
Dwyer will do the starting and it is probable 
that John Kelsey will preside in the judges 
stand. The book program is in preparation 
and will be issued near the first of next month. 

ANOTHER 3IIS80URI DECISION. 

St. Louis, March 15. — The Breeders’ law, un- 
der which poolroom cases have recently been 
tried, has been declared constitutional by 
Judge Hirzel in the St. Louis circuit court at 
Clayton. The decision was rendered in re- 
sponse to a demurrer filed by counsel for the de- 
fendants in the case of the State vs. George 
Ehrlich et al., the managers of the Brooklyn 
Turf Exchange, in which the court was asked 
to quash the indictments against them for 
pool-selling. Judge Hirzel refused, and the 
accused will have to stand trial. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Jockey Tod Sloan got himself into some diffi- 
culty as well as a measure of ridicule in the 
sensational race won a few days ago at Oakland 
by Lobos. He had the mount on E. Come. The 
colt acted badly, whereupon Sloan dismounted 
and refused to ride him. Thorpe took the 
mount and landed E. Come second. Sloan 
claimed the colt had a sore mouth and averred 
he would take no chances on such bad actors. 
The judges fined him $100 for his action and the 
Frisco papers have cast reflections on him for 
his lack of “sand.” Later Jas Todd Sloan Esq., 
of Kokomo, Ind,, apologized, paid his fine and 
consented to let the rest of the world live. 

According to an eastern authority the two- 
year-olds running under the names of Saintly, 
Milt Young, Clarando, Pat Garrett and A. Mc- 
Knight have either not been registered or are 
running under unauthorized names, and it will 
cost the owners $50 in each case to settle. 

Starter Fitzgerald has accepted a proposal to 
wield the flag at the Aqueduct meeting. This 
gives him all of the early eastern circuit except 
Bennings, where Matt Byrnes will officiate. 

Col. M. Lewis Clarke will serve as presiding 
judge at Nashville. *
